The U. S. 8. Annapolis and the Pis 


cataqua, Frolic anu Wampatnok have 
completed their long voyage from the 
Norfolk navy yard tn the Philippinee. 
The voyage, ending with the arrival of 
the vessels at the Cavite naval station, 


remarkable in many respects. No 


American vessels of like displacement 
have ever made such a long voyage. Of 
he largest of the three tug boats to ao 
company tho Annapolis, the Pisoataqna 
las only 650 tons displacement, while 
the Frolic has but 609 tons. The vessels, 
however, are greatly needed in Philip 
pine waters. The vessels reached their 
destination in good condition. A few 
minor breakdowns happened, but aoth 
ng serious. The Piecataqua, which is 
a powerful boat of 2,000 borie power, 
was called upon for assistance upon 
several occasions to give a tow to one or 
;he other in the fleet, at one time being 
iompelled to tow her largest companion, 
he gunboat Annapolis, for several hours 
while repairs were being made. The 
leet left Hampton Kouds December 2t 
and reached Bermuda January 2; from 
there to Tenerofife heavy head winds 
and rough seas were encountered, the 
trip taking 17 days. From there Algiers, 
Port Said, Aden, Colombo and tiinga 
sore were the next ports of call. At 
Colombo everything was in a state of 
excitement over the visit of the loyol 
party, the Duke and Duchess of Corn 
wall and York, who were so loyally 
entertained 
by the residents of the 


British Crown colony. The tug boats

In common 
parlance, wJien an animal drops over in- 
sensible the illness is described as a sud- 
den rush of blood to the brain, but the 
symptoms are practically the same as in 
the fainting of a human being, and the 
remedies used to restore consciousness in 
the latter case can be used to advantage 
in, reviving a fainting cat or dog. 


"All animals, of course, do not faint 


Neither do all human beings. But there 
arc degrees of sensitiveness in the lower 
orders of erection just as in the human 
race, and there is no doubt that there are 
many animals of delicate organism that 
arc just as apt to keel over as a man or 
woman. 


"This is particularly true of cats and 


dogs and birds that are kept closely with- 
in doors, yet fainting is by no means con- 
fined to domestic pets. Animals whose 
surroundings have prevented their be- 
coming versed in the polite ailments of 
civilized life are given to fainting. Mon- 
keys, for instance, have their little dizzy 
spells and topple over without rhyme or 
reason. 


"Even the larger and more hardy ani- 


mals have attacks of^weakness which, no 
matter what they may be called from a 
scientific standpoint, are really nothing 
more or less than fainting spells. I have 
seen horses fall to the street in a faint so 
neat that not even the most accomplished 
woman of fashion could beat it. These 
equine attacks must not be confused with 
staggers and sunstroke. They are faint- 
ing fits pure and simple." 


The woman looked relieved. 
"Then the next time anybody says ani- 


mals can't faint I can tell them that they 
don't know what they are talking about, 
can't I?" she said triumphantly.

She Did Her Beat to Make Her Fa- 


ther Prenldent. 


Tbe story of "The Dashing Kate Chase 


and Her Great Ambition" is told by Wil- 
liam Perrine in The Ladies Home Jour*- 
nal. Born in 1840, she early began to ex- 
hibit a masterful spirit, to study politics 
and to dream of the possibilities in store 
for her when her father, Salmon P. 
Chase, was proposed as a candidate for 
the presidency in 1856 and again in 1860. 
When he was called to a cabinet posi- 
tion, he bad been married three times, 
and it was whispered that he was about 
to make a certain lady his fourth wife. 
But the resolute Kate had made up her 
mind that no one should step in between 
her and her father, and one day when the 
lady called she was made so keenly to 
feel that she was an intruder that the 
budding romance was blighted, and 
Chase remained a widower. 


Even after Kate's brilliant marriage to 


Senator William Sprague of Rhode Is- 
land she still cherished the ambition to 
see her father installed in the Whits 
House and was most gracious to those 
who were likely to be influential in help- 
ing her to advance his interests. When 
he was appointed chief justice, she saw 
in it only a scheme to head off his presi- 
dential aspirations forever and said, half 
jocosely, half reproachfully, to Senator 
Sumner, who had voted for the appoint- 
ment: "And you, too, Mr. Charles Sum- 
ner, 
in this business of shelving papa! 


But never mind. I will defeat you all!" 


In 1S68 she nearly succeeded in getting 


the Democratic national convention to 
carry out her wishes. It was in session 
in Tammany hall. New York city, and 
she kept in communication with it by 
messengers, waiting anxiously for the 
moment when it was believed her father 
would carry all by storm. On the fourth 
day the moment seemed to have arrived, 
and her heart leaped with joy. But the 
expected stampede did not come, and the 
impatient daughter was almost moved to 
go herself to Tammany hall. Indeed, 
there were afterward some politicians 
who observed that if she could have gono 
among the delegates on the floor she 
might have been able at tae crucial point 
to have swung the convention to the chief 
justice. Instead Horatio Seymour was 
nominated, and Kate Sprague that night 
was the most unhappy woman ia tho 
land.

Material sent to the 
yard had to be broken in balk, placed 
on lighters and eventually hauled to its 
destination by means of the oxen which 
have become one of the interesting 
characteristics of the navy yard. 
The 


animals were well fed and constantly in 
creased in weight until they became too 
enormous in size to be •ervioeable. 
The authorities were in the habit of ex 
changing them at that propitious mo 
ment of advoirdupo:s for younger and 
leaner o^en.
